'this matter I am charged with, this onely paſſed which 
followeth: Whileft I was in priſon in the Fleere, Mr Rafe 
Hockenhallprop 
- bereſolued ofin the behault of one of his acquaintance, 
3 whetherthere were amie Apoſtles, Prophetes and Euan- 
grlitcs inthefe daies, Tanſwered that thoſe callings cea- 
ed many hundred yeares agoc, and as no Apoſtles were: 
euer hereafter to be looked for, ſo th'other two were not 
to be ed valeſle God in th'vtter waſte and defola- 
tion ofthe Church did extraordinarily raiſe them vp for 
thereQion ofa church. out of the duſt : And therefore 
that there was no vie of ſuch men amongſt vs. To a ſe- 
cond queſtion, how and by what markes ſuch a one as 
thought him ſelf one of theſe, might in deed know whe- 
ther he were ſo or not, I anſwered thar this doubting of 
the marter, was an evident and an invincible argument 
thathe was none : Forthat ſuch as haue a calling imme- 
diatly from God, are notto aſke counſcll of ficaſh and: 
bloud;as thoſe which haue th'vnboubted teſtimony of 
Gods ſpirit vnto their ſpirites that they are called of him. 
Wherevpon Mr Hockenhull telling methat it was Copinger 
which had centred into ſuch conceite of him ſelfe: I defi- 
red himtodeale with him-for diſwading him from ſuch 
frantike opinions, which he told me he did accordingly. 
 Andafterwardes, ſome while before ls lewed practiſe 
brake foorth, he admonifhed ſome of his kindred-before
